WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 UPI — 
Sen. Jenner (R -Ind) attacked the 
proposed Japanese peace treaty as 
•another sellout in Asia” which 
would leave Japan an easy prey for 
Soviet Russia. 
Jenner called the pact “a fraud 
and a booby trap.” 
Russia has assailed the proposed 
treaty and American officials have 
expressed fear the Reds will try to 
wreck the pact at the peace confer­ 
ence at San Francisco in September. 
B ut Jenner told the Senate the 
Russian opposition was just “double 
talk.” 


Dalles Is Criticized 
“This talk,” he said, “Is merely a 
distraction to turn the attention of 
the American people away from the 
fact th at the Japanese draft treaty 
gives the Soviet Union everything 
It could possibly desire.”

“Voice” Backers Win 
Partial Senate Victory 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (ZP) — 
Friends of the “Voice of America” 
won a partial victory tonight when 
the Senate voted $85,000,000 for the 
State D epartm ent’s inform ation and 
educational activities overseas. 
This was $22,000,000 more than 
the Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee had been willing to recommend. 
The Senate action in increasing 
the funds was taken on a 52 to 16 
vote. 
The $85,000,000 is the same as 
the House had previously approved 
but is considerably short of the 
$115,000,000 
asked 
by 
President 
Trum an. 


OAKLAND, Calif., Aug. 24 (AP) — 
Fifty persons were killed today In 
the flam ing crash of U nited’s sw ift­ 
est, most modern airliner only IO 
miles from the end of a tran s­ 
continental flight. 
The big DC-6-B M ainliner plowed 
into the crest of a fog-shrouded hill, 
catapulted over the 150-yard long 
hilltop and into a deep wooded 
ravine, 
scattering 
wreckage 
and 
bodies. 
All 44 passengers and six crew­ 
men died. The bodies were so badly 
mangled and torn th a t identifica­ 
tion was difficult. The plane was 
shredded and twisted into thou­ 
sands of pieces, none very large. 
Several hours after the plane 
crashed with a thunderous flash, 
the FBI announced in San F ran ­ 
cisco th a t it would try to determ ine 
“whether sabotage had been com­ 
m itted.” 


Seven Children Killed 
The FBI would add nothing to

on 
whether such an investigation could 
be called routine. 
Seven children, nine women and 
34 men 
were 
aboard the plane 
which was en route to Oakland 
from Boston. It had stopped at 
Hartford, 
Conn., 
Cleveland 
and 
Chicago. 
The scene of the crash was some 
20 miles southeast of the Oakland 
airport. H ad the plane cleared the 
hill it would have entered the open 
stretch of flat tidelands which leads 
to the airport. 
The pilot had radioed at 5:27 a.m. 
(7:27 EST), only a couple of m in­ 
utes before the crash, th a t every­ 
thing was O. K. and he was coming 
in for a landing. 
Most of the bodies were scattered 
at the bottom of a deep ravine — 
a tangle of scrub oak, poison oak 
and undergrowth. 


1$ Bodies Removed 
So deep was the ravine and so 
thick was the tangle th a t horses 
were being used to take the bodies 
to the single rough ranch roadway 
th at ran to the scene. 
Late today ten bodies had been 
taken from the wreckage. A uthor­ 
ities said th a t at the rate the work 
was progressing all the bodies will 
not be removed before tomorrow. 
The scattered grass of the hilltop 
was littered with fragm ents of the 
plane and personal effects of the 
passengers . . . a child’s shoe . 
a razor . . . packages of chewing 
gum . • • books . . . a nursing 
bottle. 
The trees of the ravine were white 
with scattered mail.

edged up to an all-tim e high with a 
rise of 0.2 per cent between June 15 
and July 15. 
As a result, nearly a million auto 
and farm equipm ent workers will re­ 
ceive a penny-an-hour pay increase. 
At least 2,000,000 other workers 
have agreem ents tying their pay to 
the U. S. index, although not all of 
them will get an adjustm ent from 
the latest figures. 
Food prices turned upward after a 
slight decline the previous m onth. 
They reached an index of 227.7 per 
cent of the 1935-1939 average. The 
July 15 average for food was 12.1 per 
cent higher th an in June, 1950.

McCarthy And Radio Tima 


Senator McCarthy (R., WLs.) is collecting big on 
President Truman’s attack on “hate-mongers” in a 
coast-to-coast radio broadcast on Aug. 14. 
The Columbia Broadcasting System was to carry 
A McCarthy speech from Lincoln, Neb., at 6:15 p. rn. 
yesterday. Also, McCarthy was to speak over the NBC 
network at 10:45. 
And ABC was to have given 
McCarthy 15 minutes at 10:15 p. rn. on August 22. 
The President did not mention McCarthy by name 
in his broadcast. But—not that anyone doubted— 
McCarthy came forward and said the attack was 
aimed at him and asked the networks for time to 
•reply. Evidently the ABC, CBS and NBC engagements 
met his needs, for according to the Senator’s secretary, 
an invitation to participate in the Mutual network’s 
“Reporters’ Roundup” program was declined. 
The networks understandably were eager to afford 
time to McCarthy. Whatever he said was bound to 
attract national attention. But in the past, networks 
have been embarrassed by demands for time from 
political opponents after “non-political” speeches *by 
presidents which turned out to be highly political in 
the actual pronouncement. 
The Federal Communications Commission on June 
S, 1949, rescinded by a 4-to-l division an eight-year­ 
long ban on editorializing by radio stations. The 
Commission warned, however, that stations must pre- 
«ent all sides of controversial questions. And on April 
13, 1950, the Commission told radio stations present­ 
ing their own editorial opinions that they had a 
“duty to seek out, aid, and encourage the broadcast 
of opposing views.” 
This affirmative responsibility had been at first 
asserted, and later ignored by the FCC, in the case 
of Robert H. Scott, who in 1946 was denied by three 
California radio stations time to expound an atheistic 
philosophy. The FCC rejected Scott’s petition for 
revocation of the stations’ licenses. At the same time, 
the Commission informed radio stations: 
“Freedom of religious belief necessarily carries 
with it freedom to disbelieve, and freedom of speech 
means freedom to express disbeliefs as well a^ beliefs. 
. . . The holders of a belief should not be denied the 
right to answer attacks upon them or their belief 
solely because they are few in number.” 
A storm of protest followed when, because of this 
FCC pronouncement, Station KQW, San Francisco, 
gave Scott free time. The FCC in September, 1950, 
assured a special House committee that radio stations 
would not be punished if they refused time to atheists. 
Radio still operates without freedom of opinion as 
it is known to the press. Specific program content 
has not been censored. But the Commission still 
considers over-all program balance in acting on 
license renewal applications. 
Section 326 of the Communications Act of 1934 
provides: “No regulation or condition shall be pro­ 
mulgated or fixed by the Commission which shall 
interfere with the right of free speech by means of 
radio communication.” But Byron Prire. World War II 
head of the Office of Censorship, told the National 
Association of Broadcasters in October. 1948: “We 
learned in wartime that the power to license is the 
power to censor, whatever statutes and regulations 
may say to the contrary.” 


Hearing The Corn Grow 


“It’s so hot you can hear the corn grow ” That’s 
a common expression in the com country which has 
now been given scientific corroboration. A group of 
scientists say they have been hearing the corn grow, 
and they have a tape recording of it. 
The recording was made at night, when corn 
grows fastest—up to five inches between sunset and 
dawn. There was no wind when the current was on. 
The researchers held mikes close to the com. The 
result, when played back, included various insect 
sounds and other noises — plus occasional cracklings, 
which they say was the sound of corn growing. „ 
How do they know something else didn’t cause the 
cracklings? News accounts don’t say. We’re perfectly 
willing to believe that you can hear the corn grow, 
but It hasn’t been proved to us yet. Perhaps some­ 
body will repeat the attempt under controlled con­ 
ditions—In a sound-proof greenhouse, perhaps, that 
has been insect-proofed with DDT. We’d like to know 
whether you can really heal* the corn growing. 
How hot was it when the test was made? Only 
61 degrees, which is plumb chilly for the corn belt in 
summer. If they heard what they thought they heard, 
it doesn’t have to be so hot to hear the corn grow. 


Prince Takes Dark View 


When Prince Philip, husband of Princess Elizabeth, 
addressed the British Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science the other day. he took for his subject 
“The British Contribution to Science and Technology 
in the Past Hundred Years.” From excerpts of the 
speech which have been printed in this country it is 
apparent that Prince Philip, or his royal ghost writer, 
does not regard that contribution as very large. 
Throughout the talk, indeed, the negative side 
seemed to receive emphasis. For a long time, “a feel­ 
ing of overconfidence and satisfaction” on the part 
of British industry militated against an improvement 
of methods and techniques. Even now the rate at 
which scientific knowledge is being applied in many 
industries is “too small and too slow.” So conservative 
are some concerns that they are “buying up and 
suppressing patents and discoveries in order to keep 
machinery from becoming obsolete.” 
He carefully avoided any criticism of the British 
Socialist government. Its policies have had a great 
deal to do with slowing industrial advancement in 
the British Isles since the war. 
Still stronger criticisms of British industry as 
operated under socialism have been made by American 
observers. But little improvement can be expected 
under socialism. 


"A " For Effort 


The IO Senators who have introduced a resolution 
calling for world disarmament are engaged in a futile 
performance. What’s more, they admit it. They say 
quite frankly that they have no immediate hope that 
Russia will go along with the program. 
Time after time the Soviet Union has indicated 
that it will accept no disarmament plan which does 
not leave it in a better position than any other nation. 
It has refused to entertain the thought of submitting 
Its military situation to an inspection by outsiders. 
While the Senators’ objective Is entirely desirable, 
the best that can be done, therefore, is to give the 
IO “A” for effort.

The Nose Reacts To 
Allergic Agents 


The individual who has more than 
his share of nasal trouble usually is' 
a victim of vasomotor rhinitis. He 
suffers periodic attacks of nasal 
congestion associated with sneezing 
and a watery or mucoid discharge. 
Symptoms resemble hay fever ex­ 
cept that thly occur at any time 
of the ragweed season. 
The cause varies but in most 
instances 
allergy 
is 
responsible. 
There is a long list of offending 
agents. In the average case, tests 
are done for the most common 
substances such as house dust, ka­ 
pok, 
pyrethrum, mixed 
feathers, 
animal hairs, orris root, timothy, 
ragweed, flaxseed, cottonseed, and 
karaya. Foods also are suspect and 
many victims of allergy are sensi­ 
tive to Aspirin. When tests are neg­ 
ative, an internal disorder of allergia 
origin may be responsible. After all, 
vasomotor rhinitis often occurs in 
individuals with asthma and nasal 
polyps. 


If no specific cause can be found 
the patient should treat his nose 
with care and caution. One of the 
most important steps is to avoid all 
nose drops, especially those used to 
relieve congestion. Many sufferers 
recover a week after stopping medi­ 
cines of this type. Either the drops 
irritate the membranes or the indi­ 
vidual is sensitive to the ingredients. 
The sulfonamides also are con­ 
demned by some physicians because 
the incidence of allergic reactions to 
these drugs is high among victims 
of vasomotor rhinitis. 
Where the allergen is known it 
should be avoided whenever possi­ 
ble. Some substances such as house 
dust are difficult to dodge. Making 
the bedroom as dust free as possible 
will help; we spend a third of our 
life in this room and decreasing 
dust makes it easier to breathe and 
sleep. Elimination measures consist 
of applying dust-proof covers to 
mattresses and pillows, clearing out 
upholstered furniture and draperies 
that accumulate dust, using wash­ 
able scatter rugs without hair pads, 
and employing oiled rags and mops 
to dust the furniture and floor. 
Air filters are useful. The vasomotor 
rhinitis patient suffers also in cold 
weather. Air conditioning is of value 
provided the room is not chilled. 


The antihistaminic drugs have a 
variable effect. When they work, 
relief follow's within a short period. 
A long trial with these medicines 
is unnecessary; when they do not 
help within five days it is uselsss to 
continue them. Nervous tension and 
neurosis play an aggravating role 
in this form of rhinitis. Removing 
nasal polyps often is beneficial but 
these growths are prone to recur 
even though taken out by the most 
competent physician. 
By treating 
the area with radium, the chance is 
lessened slightly but even this pro­ 
cedure is followed by recurrences. 


CARDIAC ASTHMA 
L. D. writes: Is digitalis prescribed 
for cardiac asthma? 


REPLY 
Yes. It must be one of the fast 
acting 
varieties 
because 
cardiac 
arthma attacks are emergencies. 
Ordinary digitalis takes 24 hours or 
more to work. 


NUMBNESS AND NEURITIS 
V. T. writes: What causes the 
fingers to remain numb after an 
attack of neuritis? 
REPLY 
The nerve is still impaired. If in­ 
volvement is permanent, numbness 
will persist. At any rate, consider­ 
able time may elapse before reju­ 
venation occurs and normal sensa­ 
tion returns. 


ENDOMETRIOSIS 
Mrs. S. writes: Can a woman with 
endometriosis ever hope to have 
children? 


REPLY 
Endometriosis is listed as a com­ 
mon cause of sterility but this does 
not mean that no woman so afflict­ 
ed can become pregnant. The an­ 
swer depends upon how extensive 
the disorder is, where the particles 
lodge, and the cause. 


TRANSMISSION BLOCKAGE 
S. D. wTites: What is a blocked 
heart? 


REPLY 
In this condition the blockage 
occurs in the wiring, or electrical 
system, rather than in the cham­ 
bers. The obstruction usually de­ 
lays or blocks the current and 
disrupts the contractions of the 
heart muscle. Many victims of heart 
block are unaware of these changes; 
others are bothered by dizziness, 
especially on exertion. 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
E. E. Writes: I read recently about 
an English cardinal who was near 
death from high blood pressure al­ 
though he is only 51 years of age. 
This will disturb many of us in this 
age group. Can hypertension be the 
penalty of brilliance, precocity, or 
excess nervous energy? 


REPLY 
Hypertension in younger persons 
frequently is on a hereditAry basis, 
and this may be a factor in the 
cardinal’s case. 
There also is a 
possibility that he never learned 
to relax or share responsibility, as 
happens so frequently with brilliant 
persons. 
This type of individual 
usually carries the troubles of the 
world on his shoulders. 


MUNICH — At this writing it 
looks as if the Czech Communists 
had adopted the same strategy to­ 
ward the ‘ winds of freedom” opera­ 
tion as the U. S. Army did toward 
the Japanese balloons of death 
which floated all the way across the 
Pacific during the war. 
What the army was afraid of was 
that the Jap* would realize how 
successfully their balloons were get­ 
ting 
across 
the 
vast 
5.000-mile 
stretch of the Pacific; therefore, the 
balloons’ arrival was one of the most 
carefully censored pieces of news of 
the entire war. 
The Army adopted this policy 
even though it risked the lives of 
many Americans who did not know 
that the balloons carried bombs. 
And as a result, five children and 
the wife of Rev. Archie Mitchell of 
Bly, Ore., while on a picnic, went 
to examine a strange balloon in a 
tree and were killed. 
Adoption of the same policy of 
silence by the Czech government 
means either that the Communists 
don’t want us to know that the 
balloons have been hitting their 
target; or else Prague is frantically 
consulting Moscow' as to "the party 
line” regarding friendship balloons. 


WASHINGTON — The world la 
being taught a lesson in Communist 
trickery — how wearisome nego­ 
tiating techniques are used to seek 
victories that cannot be won on the 
battlefield. 
Persons familiar with the strange 
kind of peace parleys that frequent­ 
ly marked the relations between the 
Communists and 
Nationalists 
in 
their civil war inside China say that 
the procedures being tried on the 
United Nations negotiators now are 
neither novel nor unusual. 
What makes the Korean negotia­ 
tions hard to fathom is that the two 
parties on the opposite side — the 
so-called Chinese “Volunteers.” who 
can be1 repudiated at any moment 
by the Peiping government, and the 
North Korean officers, who are sup­ 
posed to be puppets of the Moscow 
regime — have no responsibility in 
an 
international 
sense. 
Neither 
group represents a government that 
Is accepted in the family of nations 
as capable of fulfilling international 
obligations when once assumed. 
Many Difficulties 
With all the difficulties in com­ 
munication between the Far East 
and Europe and the delays neces­ 
sary for translation, it is surprising 
that anything Is agreed upon in the 
oral conferences. 
Today, after nearly two months 
of bickering about a cease-fire, the 
main issues are not any nearer set­ 
tlement than they were at the be­ 
ginning. 
Both sides talk about a 
line of demarcation for the armis­ 
tice as if that is the principal fcsue, 
but the main point — how to keep 
the terms of the armistice either by 
self-restraint or by mutual inspec­ 
tion — hasn t been resolved at all. 
It begins to look as if the armis­ 
tice negotiations may go on for 
another two or three months before 
there is a cease-fire. When winter 
comes, fighting conditions will be 
worse for the Allies, whose new 
troops being sent in from month 
to month are unfamiliar with the 
rigors of the Korean climate. 
The Communists want an armis­ 
tice but they are in no hurry about 
it. Why should they be? The UN 
forces are in a strait jacket of 
diplomatic entanglement 
Without 
the consent of all the Allied govern­ 
ments. maximum force cannot be 
applied against the enemy. 
The 
Communists will make sure that 
they do not furnish the provocation 


For no sateftite government dares 
take a public stand without first 
getting Its cue from the Kremlin. 


Czech Flying Saucers 
Meanwhile, 
the 
percentage 
of 
“hits” by operation winds of free­ 
dom must be almost IOO per cent. 
For, instead of sending balloons 
5.000 miles across the Pacific, we 
have been working from just IO 
miles from the Czech border. Thus 
almost every balloon is likely to hit 
— though some may overshoot the 
mark and come dowrn in Poland. 
By this time a total of about 
15,000.000 messages have been ram 
ed in on 12.500,000 people in an area 
somew’hat smaller than Virginia and 
West Virginia combined. Most of 
these messages fall from the sky 
like rain. They are released from' an 
altitude of 30.000 feet when the 
Dewey and Almv rubber balloons 
burst. Two thousand messages are 
in each of these balloons, written 
on waterproof paper, and they scat­ 
ter down in all directions. Inciden­ 
tally it takes two hours for them to 
descend. 
The other type of pillow’ balloon 
probably is treating Czechoslovakia 
to a seige of flying-saucer heebie- 
jeebies. For they are smaller edi- 


for an all-out war. In the end the 
Communists will get half of Korea 
and demand the withdrawal of UN 
troops. 
The 
Korean 
problem, 
it now 
seems clear, will not be settled by 
a cease-fire agreement. 
Negotia­ 
tions will be prolonged even after 
the armistice line is drawn. 
The latest developments are na­ 
turally a disappointment to official 
Washington and in particular to 
Congress, where a vast majority 
had hoped that a lessening of the 
tension on the military front would 
permit an easing on the economic 
front and perhaps on the taxation 
front, too. 
But the picture hasn’t changed 
much since June 23 w'hen Malik 
made his first proposal. The drive 
is toward more armament and more 
spending and a speeding up of the 
whole preparedness program. 
United Nations Silent 
One thing seems strange in the 
picture. It is the sudden paralysis 
of the United Nations. Not a word 
ha,s lately come out of that institu­ 
tion concerning economic measures 
which could put the screw’s on the 
Communists. Not a word has come 
as to what measures are to be taken 
to outlaw the aggressors and fix 
their punishment for what has 
happened in Korea. The impression 
is conveyed that the UN members 
are content to let the whole subject 
drop once there is an armistice 
agreement. 
Such a course of inaction is ra­ 
tionalized 
as 
expedient on 
the 
theory that the Allies need time to 
build up their military strength 
against Russia and that pressure 
on Moscow cannot be exerted to the 
maximum at the moment. 
What may develop out of the 
w hole business is a sudden discovery 
that Russian influence is by no 
means paramount with the Chinese 
and that, while thev have no inten­ 
tion of breaking with Moscow and 
going over to the other side, they 
can still maintain an attitude of 
independence in the field of inter­ 
national policy, mischievously caus­ 
ing more and more trouble for the 
Allied powers in the Far East. 
When military pressure behind 
diplomacy is relaxed, the force drops 
out of diplomacy. That s the reason 
the Allied negotiators are being 
given the run-around in Kaesong.

They come to 
earth gradually and bounce along 
the ground, the word “Svboda” or

ters on the side. 
Inside Balloon Story 
It is now possible to tell some of 
the inside facts as to how’ opera­ 
tion winds of freedom was conceiv­ 
ed and executed. Chief credit be­ 
longs to C. D. Jackson, dynamic exe­ 
cutive of Time, 
Life 
and For­ 
tune. now on loan to the Commit­ 
tee for Free Europe. 
The latter 
committee, headed by Gen. Lucius 
Clay, put the Freedom Bell in Ber­ 
lin last year and has been doing 
an important job of beaming broad­ 
casts into satellite countries from 
two radio stations in Southern Ger­ 
many. 
Jackson and I first conferred re­ 
garding friendship balloons on Ap­ 
ril 13. It was exactly four months 
later. Aug. 13, that the first balloon 
was launched over Czechoslovakia. 
During that four months more 
detailed preparation went into this 
operation than the Czech Com­ 
munists would ever dream. One 
meteorologist and two balloon ex­ 
perts were sent to Germany a 
month in advance. 
They had to 
corral hydrogen tanks, trucks, train 
German launching srews. Every de­ 
tail had to be thought out before­ 
hand — from 
selecting 
different 
launching sites to take advantage of 
different wind currents, to arrang­ 
ing for fresh hydrogen to be pumped 
into the tanks every morning. 
.Motive behind this operation is 
fairly simple. Communist undercov­ 
er operations in the U.S.A. have 
kept us in a recent state of jitters. 
Therefore instead of fraying our 
nerves and using up our energies 
looking under our beds, we should 
fray Soviet nerves and keep them 
in a state of jitters by carrying the 
propaganda war to the other side of 
the Iron Curtain. 
It has long been the traditional 
policy of the U.S.A. to fight our 
battles on the enemy’s soil; not on 
ours. But in the current war of 
nerves, now one of the most import­ 
ant phases of modern warfare, we 
have permitted the offensive and 
use of our territory as the battle 
« ground. 
Operation winds of freedom, un­ 
dertaken by private individuals, not 
government, marks a small start in 
reversing this. 
Balloon-Go-Round 
.Three 
American 
GI 
students 
studying in Germany became the 
expert balloon-launchers; Ross Gra­ 
ham of Niles. Mich., John Hennin- 
ger of Pine Grove. Pa., and Richard 
Ives of Binghamton. N. Y. They 
were studying for their Masters 
Degree under the University of 
Maryland plan when Maryland 
tt. 
suspended its plan, and the boys 
have been trying to live on the 
German economy to finish their 
course . .Said a Bavarian cop as 
he trundled his bicycle past the bal­ 
loon-launching convoy: “You should 
drop ration cards on the Czechs. 
That’s what the Americans did to 
us during the war, and they were 
such good counterfeits that the 
Hitler crowd got all fouled u p ”... 
Lee Lewis, the General Mills balloon

Back in 1»1». I was advisor to 
the 
Shanghai 
Students 
Union, 
which had organized a strike against 
their government to prevent them 
from agreeing to the terms of the 
Versailles 
Treaty

robbed 
China of territory. 
Out of this developed the Bureau 
of Public Information, first financed 
by the Cantonese Guild and subse­ 
quently by the Chinese government. 
I headed that bureau for a time; 
then W. H. Donald managed it in 
Peking and Herbert Elliston, now 
editor of the Washington “Post,” 
was Donald s assistant. 


la the early days, before the 
government got into this, the 
bureau was a voluntary effort, 
run by students, full of enthus­ 
iasm to inform the world about 
Chinese habits, customs, tradi­ 
tions and ways of life. 


As I was then giving a course 
in current events at the MC Tyeire 
School, 
a 
Southern 
Methodist 
school for Chinese girls, my young 
ladies assisted in many ways. one 
of which was to prepare and pub­ 
lish Chinese recipes. We all felt 
that if we could only get all the 
world to eat Chinese food, everybody 
would love China. 
Now I see that Doreen Yen Hung 
Peng is the author of a book, “The 
Joy of Chinese Cooking.” And she 
starts with the philosophic state­ 
ment: 
“Food, besides being an absolute 
necessity for existence, is one of 
the few pleasures which span the ^ 
entirety of the human lifetime. For 
this reason, the joy of eating is 
given great importance in China; 
and cooking, through the decades, 
has been dreamed and fussed over, 
in times of want as well as in times 
of plenty, until it has ceased to 
be plain cooking, but has grown and 
developed into an art. . 


I once gave a little Chinese 
dinner in New York of tome 
441 dishes, 
properly 
prepared, 
with great effort, at the Ding 
Ho Restaurant. Although some 
of the ingredients I demanded 
were unavailable, we did re­ 
markably well, but it was tough 
going. We argued over menu 
and preparation for two weeks. 
I am happy to have Miss Feng’s 
book, because had I had it then 
it would have saved hours of

When 
Democratic 
leaders 
an­ 
nounced that they favor renomi­ 
nation of President Truman, and 
add that they expect him to be 
elected, 
when 
formal steps are 
taken looking to entry of Mr. Tru­ 
man’s name in state primaries next 
spring, what do the leaders rely 
upon? 
Doubtless many different 
reliances are in the minds of lead­ 
ers whose point of view and rank 
is that of party workers or organi­ 
zation captains.

If Mr.

As in many verdicts 
and many outcomes of Presidential 
elections, one part of the record 
is likely to be paramount, and it 
is tenable to suppose that this 
will be the Administration's record 
in foreign relations. In passing on 
this, voters are likely to think or 
feel about the overall aum. Mr. 
Truman took office in April. 1945; 
for more than six years he was 
responsible 
for 
foreign relations, 
and today those relations are what 
they are. 
Will Be An Issue 
Mr. Truman, as he moves toward 
decision whether to run next year, 
must 
recognize 
as 
a 
matter of 
course that his record in foreign 
relations will be an issue. That he 
cannot prevent, the best he can do 
is to try to make it less than the 
paramount issue, to minimize it. 
Imaginably this would be facilitated 
by political 
strategies 
the 
Ad­ 
ministration 
practices, w h e t h e r 
consciously for this purpose or as 
the instinctive course of a man 
steeped in the kind of politics that 
has been Mr Truman’s experience. 
Throughout the tragic develop­ 
ments in our relations with Rus­ 
sian communism, and the charges

for

ence. The “always denounce” rule 
was illustrated by the “red her­ 
ring” phrase Mr. Truman used to 
describe an investigation into Com­

infiltration

Since events in Korea beearn# 
acute and the Administration's Far 
Eastern policy came under pene­ 
trating discussion.

Hammond Rules 
Bridges Become 
Part Of Highway 


Opinion Is Filed 
In Overload Casa 


Attorney General Hall Hammond 
ruled yesterday th a t bridges are a 
p art of highways in an opinion re­ 
quested by M agistrate J. Milton 
Dick of Trial M agistrates Court 
here. 
Dick made the request for the 
opinion to Hammond before assess­ 
ing a fine against the Elliott M otor 
Lines of W inchester, Va., in a truck 
overloading case. The ruling m eans 
the trucking firm will be liable to 
a fine of $1,038. 
The bridge in question spans the 
Potomac River between Wiley Ford, 
W. Va., and Cum berland and the 
trucking concern is charged w ith 
having a truck load 17,300 pounds 
over the m aximum weight lim it of 
20,000 pounds for the bridge. 
Prior to the introduction of the 
present law the fine for exceeding 
bridge limits in the past was $25 
to $100 but Attorney G eneral H am ­ 
mond said the 1951 m easure on 
truck weights “repealed by implica­ 
tion” the relatively small fines for 
violating bridge loads. He added the 
laws “make it a crim inal offense to 
drive an overweight vehicle on any 
highway, which m ust of necessity 
include driving over a bridge.” 
M agistrate Dick said last night 
the ruling will have a direct effect 
on m any local concerns such as the 
Celanese 
and 
Kelly 
Springfield 
plants. 
“The only way for them to carry 
normal loads over bridges which 
connect all entrances into Cumber­ 
land now will be for the State Roads 
Commission to revise their esti­ 
m ates of 
the capacity of each 
bridge,” Dick stated, “and th a t’s a 
five-year job.” 
The fine against the Elliott Motor 
Lines is based on six cents for each 
pound over the lim it.

B ut—n o t th a t anyone doubted— 
M cC arthy cam e forw ard an d said th e a tta c k was 
aim ed a t him an d asked th e netw orks for tim e to 
'reply. E vidently th e ABC, CBS and NBO engagem ents 
m et his needs, for according to th e S e n a to r’s secretary, 
a n in v itatio n to p articip ate in th e M utual n etw o rk ’s 
“R ep o rters’ R ou n d u p ” program was declined. 


T he netw orks u n d erstan d ab ly w ere eager to afford 
tim e to M cC arthy. W hatever he said was bound to 
a ttr a c t n atio n al a tte n tio n . B ut in th e past, netw orks 
h av e been em barrassed by dem ands for tim e from 
political opponents a fte r “n o n -p o litical” speeches «by 
p resid en ts w hich tu rn ed o ut to be highly political in 
th e a c tu a l pronouncem ent. 
T he Federal C om m unications Com m ission on Ju n e 
S, 1949, rescinded by a 4 -to -l division an e ig h t-y ea r­ 
long ban on editorializing by rad io statio n s. 
The 
C om m ission w arned, how ever, th a t sta tio n s m u st p re ­ 
se n t all sides of controversial questions. And on April 
13, 1950, th e Com m ission told radio sta tio n s p rese n t­ 
ing th eir own editorial opinions th a t they had a 
“ duty to seek out, aid, an d encourage th e b roadcast 
of opposing view s.” 
T his affirm ativ e responsibility h ad been a t first 
asserted , and la te r ignored by th e FCC. in th e case 
of R obert H. Scott, who in 1946 was denied by th ree 
C alifornia radio sta tio n s tim e to expound an ath eistic 
philosophy. 
T he FCC rejected S co tt’s petition for 
revocation of th e sta tio n s’ licenses. At th e sam e tim e, 
th e Com m ission inform ed radio sta tio n s: 
“Freedom of religious belief necessarily carries 
w ith it freedom to disbelieve, and freedom of speech 
m ean s freedom to express disbeliefs as well a*s beliefs. 
. . . T he holders of a belief should n o t be denied th e 
rig h t to answ er a tta ck s upon th em or th eir belief 
solely because they are few in n u m b er.” 
A storm of p ro test followed w hen, because of th is 
FCC pronouncem ent, S tatio n KQW, San Francisco, 
gave S cott free tim e. T he FCC in Septem ber, 1950, 
assu red a special House com m ittee th a t radio sta tio n s 
would n o t be punished if they refused tim e to ath eists. 
Radio still operates w ith o u t freedom of opinion as 
it Is know n to th e press. Specific program co n te n t 
h as n o t been censored. 
B ut th e Com m ission still 
considers over-all 
program 
balance 
in 
acting on 
license renew al applications. 
Section 326 of th e C om m unications Act of 1934 
provides: “No regulation or condition shall be p ro ­ 
m ulgated or fixed by th e Com m ission w hich shall 
in te rfe re w ith th e rig h t of free speech by m eans of 
radio com m unication.” B ut B yron Price. W orld W ar II 
h ead of th e Office of C ensorship, told th e N ational 
A ssociation of B roadcasters in O ctober.

T he recording w as m ade a t n ig h t, w hen corn 
grows faste st—up to five inches betw een su n set and 
daw n. T here was no w ind w hen th e c u rre n t was on. 
T he research ers held m ikes close to th e com . T he 
resu lt, w hen played back, included various in sect 
sounds and o th er noises — plus occasional cracklings, 
w hich th ey say was th e sound of corn grow ing. # 
How do th ey know som ething else d id n ’t cause th e 
cracklings? News accounts do n ’t say. W e’re perfectly 
w illing to believe th a t you can h e a r the corn grow, 
b u t it h a s n ’t been proved to us yet. P erh ap s som e­ 
body will rep e a t th e a tte m p t u n d er controlled co n ­ 
d itions—in a sound-proof greenhouse, perhaps, th a t 
h as been insect-proofed w ith DDT. W e’d like to know 
w h eth er you can really h e a f th e corn growing.

Prince Takes Dark View 


W hen Prince Philip, h u sb an d of P rincess E lizabeth, 
addressed th e B ritish A ssociation for th e A dvance­ 
m en t of Science th e o th er day, he took for his su bject 
“T he B ritish C ontribution to Science and Technology 
in th e P ast H undred Y ears.” From excerpts of th e 
speech w hich h av e been p rin ted in this country it is 
a p p a re n t th a t P rince Philip, or his royal ghost w riter, 
does n o t reg ard th a t contrib u tio n as very large. 
T h ro u g h o u t th e talk , indeed, th e negative side 
seem ed to receive em phasis. For a long tim e, “ a feel­ 
ing of overconfidence and sa tisfa c tio n ” on th e p a rt 
of B ritish in d u stry m ilitated ag ain st an im provem ent 
of m ethods and techniques. 
Even now th e ra te a t 
w hich scientific know ledge is being applied in m any 
in d u stries is “too sm all an d too slow.” So conservative 
a re some concerns th a t th ey are “buying up and 
suppressing p a te n ts an d discoveries in order to keep 
m ach in ery from becom ing obsolete.” 
He carefully avoided any criticism of th e B ritish 
Socialist governm ent. Its policies have h ad a g reat 
deal to do w ith slow ing in d u strial ad v an cem en t in 
th e B ritish Isles since th e w ar. 
Still stro n g e r criticism s of B ritish in d u stry as 
o p erated u n d er socialism have been m ade by A m erican 
observers. 
B ut little im provem ent can be expected 
u n d er socialism . 


"A " For Effort 


T he IO S enators who have Introduced a resolution 
calling for world d isarm am en t are engaged in a futile 
perform ance. W h a t’s m ore, they adm it it. They say 
quite fran k ly th a t they have no im m ediate hope th a t 
R ussia will go along w ith th e program .

The Nose Reacts To 
Allergic Agents 


The individual who has more than 
his share of nasal trouble usually is' 
a victim of vasomotor rhinitis. He 
suffers periodic attacks of nasal 
congestion associated with sneezing 
and a watery or mucoid discharge. 
Symptoms resemble hay fever ex­ 
cept that they occur at any time 
of the ragweed season. 
The cause varies but in most 
instances 
allergy 
is 
responsible. 
There is a long list of offending 
agents. In the average case, tests 
are done for the most common 
substances such as house dust, ka­ 
pok. 
pyrethrum, 
mixed 
feathers, 
animal hairs, orris root, timothy, 
ragweed, flaxseed, cottonseed, and 
karaya. Foods also are suspect and 
many victims of allergy are sensi­ 
tive to aspirin. When tests are neg­ 
ative, an internal disorder of allergic 
origin may be responsible. After all, 
vasomotor rhinitis often occurs in 
individuals with asthma and nasal 
polyps. 


If no specific cause can be found 
the patient, should treat his nose 
with care and caution. One of the 
most important steps is to avoid all 
nose drops, especially those used to 
relieve congestion. Many sufferers 
recover a week after stopping medi­ 
cines of this type. Either the drops 
irritate the membranes or the indi­ 
vidual is sensitive to the ingredients. 
The sulfonamides 
also 
are 
con­ 
demned by some physicians because 
the incidence of allergic reactions to 
these drugs is high among victims 
of vasomotor rhinitis. 
Where the allergen is known it 
should be avoided whenever possi­ 
ble. Some substances such as house 
dust are difficult to dodge. Making 
the bedroom as dust free as possible 
will help; we spend a third of our 
life in this room and decreasing 
dust makes it easier to breathe and 
sleep. Elimination measures consist 
of applying dust-proof covers to 
mattresses and pillows, clearing out 
upholstered furniture and draperies 
th at accumulate dust, using wash­ 
able scatter rugs without hair pads, 
and employing oiled rags and mops 
to dust the furniture and floor. 
Air filters are useful. The vasomotor 
rhinitis patient suffers also in cold 
weather. Air conditioning is of value 
provided the room is not chilled. 


The antihistaminic drugs have a 
variable effect. 
When they work, 
relief follow's within a short period. 
A long trial with these medicines 
is unnecessary; when they do not 
help within five days it is uselsss to 
continue them. Nervous tension and 
neurosis play an aggravating role 
in this form of rhinitis. Removing 
nasal polyps often is beneficial but 
these growths are prone to recur 
even though taken out by the mast 
competent physician. 
By treating 
the area with radium, the chance is 
lessened slightly but even this pro­ 
cedure is followed by recurrences. 


CARDIAC ASTHMA 
L. D. writes; Is digitalis prescribed 
for cardiac asthma? 


REPLY 
Yes. It must be one of the fast 
acting 
varieties 
because 
cardiac 
arthm a 
attacks are emergencies. 
Ordinary digitalis takes 24 hours or 
more to work. 


NUMBNESS AND NEURITIS 
V. T. writes: W hat causes the 
fingers to remain numb after an 
attack of neuritis? 
REPLY 
The nerve is still impaired. If in­ 
volvement is permanent, numbness 
will persist. At any rate, consider­ 
able time may elapse before reju­ 
venation occurs and normal sensa­ 
tion returns. 


ENDOMETRIOSIS 
Mrs. S. writes: Can a woman with 
endometriosis ever hope to have 
children? 


REPLY 
Endometriosis is listed as a com­ 
mon cause of sterility but this does 
not mean that no woman so afflict­ 
ed can become pregnant. The an­ 
swer depends upon how extensive 
the disorder is, where the particles 
lodge, and the cause. 


TRANSMISSION BLOCKAGE 
S. D. writes: What is a blocked 
heart? 


REPLY 
In this condition the blockage 
occurs in the wiring, or electrical 
system, rather than in the cham­ 
bers. The obstruction usually de­ 
lays 
or 
blocks 
the 
current and 
disrupts 
the contractions of the 
heart muscle. Many victims of heart 
block are unaware of these changes; 
others are bothered by dizziness, 
especially on exertion. 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
E. E. Writes: I read recently about 
an English cardinal who was near 
death from high blood pressure al­ 
though he is only 51 years of age. 
This will disturb many of us in this 
age group. Can hypertension be the 
penalty of brilliance, precocity, or 
excess nervous energy? 


REPLY 
Hypertension in younger persons 
frequently is on a hereditary basis, 
and this may be a factor in the 
cardinal’s case. 
There also is a 
possibility that he never learned 
to relax or share responsibility, as 
happens so frequently with brilliant 
persons. 
This type of individual 
usually carries the troubles of the 
world on his shoulders. 


MUNICH — At this writing it 
looks as if the Czech Communists 
had adopted the same strategy to­ 
ward the “winds of freedom” opera­ 
tion as the U. S. Army did toward 
the 
Japanese 
balloons 
of 
death 
which floated all the w’ay acrass the 
Pacific during the war. 
W hat the army was afraid of was 
th at the Japs would realize how 
successfully their balloons were get­ 
ting 
across 
the 
vast 
5,000-mile 
stretch of th e Pacific; therefore, the 
balloons’ arrival was one of the most 
carefully censored pieces of news of 
the entire war. 
The Army adopted this policy 
even though it risked the lives of 
many Americans who did not know 
th at the balloons carried bombs. 
And as a result, five children and 
the wife of Rev. Archie Mitchell of 
Ely, Ore., while on a picnic, went 
to examine a strange balloon in a 
tree and were killed. 
Adoption of the same policy of 
silence by the Czech government 
means either th at the Communists 
don't want us to know th at the 
balloons have been hitting their 
target; or else Prague is frantically 
consulting Moscow' as to “the party 
line” regarding friendship balloons. 


WASHINGTON — The world is 
being taught a lesson in Communist 
trickery — how' wearisome nego­ 
tiating techniques are used to seek 
victories th at cannot be won on the 
battlefield. 
Persons familiar with the strange 
kind of peace parleys th at frequent­ 
ly marked the relations between the 
Communists 
and 
Nationalists 
in 
their civil war inside China say th at 
the procedures being tried on the 
United Nations negotiators now are 
neither novel nor unusual. 
W hat makes the Korean negotia­ 
tions hard to fathom is th at the two 
parties on the opposite side — the 
so-called Chinese “Volunteers,” who 
can be repudiated at any moment 
by the Peiping government, and the 
North Korean officers, who are sup­ 
posed to be puppets of the Moscow 
regime — have no responsibility in 
an 
international 
sense. 
Neither 
group represents a government, th at 
is accepted in the family of nations 
as capable of fulfilling international 
obligations when once assumed. 
Many Difficulties 
With all the difficulties in com­ 
munication between the Far East 
and Europe and the delays neces­ 
sary for translation, it is surprising 
th at anything is agreed upon in the 
oral conferences. 
Today, after nearly two months 
of bickering about a cease-fire, the 
main issues are not any nearer set­ 
tlement than they were at the be­ 
ginning. 
Both sides talk about a 
line of demarcation for the armis­ 
tice as if th at is the principal issue, 
but the main point — how to keep 
the terms of the armistice either by 
self-restraint or by mutual inspec­ 
tion — hasn't been resolved at all. 
It begins to look as if the arm is­ 
tice negotiations may go on for 
another two or three months before 
there is a cease-fire. When winter 
comes, fighting conditions will be 
worse for the Allies, w'hose new 
troops being sent in from month 
to month are unfamiliar with the 
rigors of the Korean climate. 
The Communists want an armis­ 
tice but they are in no hurry' about 
it. Why should they be? The UN 
forces are in a strait jacket of 
diplomatic entanglement. 
W ithout 
the consent of all the Allied govern­ 
ments. maximum force cannot be 
applied against the enemy. 
The 
Communists will make sure that 
they do not furnish the provocation 


For no satellite government dares 
take a public stand without first 
getting its cue from the Kremlin. 


Czech Flying Saucers 
Meanwhile, 
the 
percentage 
of 
“hits” by operation winds of free­ 
dom m ust be almost IOO per cent. 
For, instead of sending balloons 
5.000 miles across the Pacific, we 
have been working from just IO 
miles from the Czech border. Thus 
almost every balloon is likely to hit 
— though some may overshoot the 
mark and come down in Poland. 
By this time a total of about 
15.000.000 messages have been ram • 
ed in on 12,500,000 people in an area 
somewhat smaller than Virginia and 
West Virginia combined. Most of 
these messages fall from the sky 
like rain. They are released from' an 
altitude of 30,000 feet when the 
Dewrey and Almy rubber balloons 
burst. Tw'o thousand messages are 
in each of these balloons, written 
on waterproof paper, and they scat­ 
ter dow'n in all directions. Inciden­ 
tally it takes two hours for them to 
descend. 
The other type of pillow balloon 
probably is treating Czechoslovakia 
to a seige of flying-saucer heebie- 
jeebies. For they are smaller edi- 


for an all-out war. In the end the 
Communists will get half of Korea 
and demand the withdrawal of UN 
troops. 
The 
Korean 
problem, 
it 
now 
seems clear, will not be settled by 
a cease-fire agreement. 
Negotia­ 
tions will be prolonged even after 
the armistice line is drawn. 
The latest developments are na­ 
turally a disappointment to official 
Washington and in particular to 
Congress, where a 
vast majority 
had hoped that a lessening of the 
tension on the military front would 
permit an easing on the economic 
front and perhaps on the taxation 
front, too. 
But the picture hasn't changed 
much since June 23 when Malik 
made his first propasal. The drive 
is toward more arm am ent and more 
spending and a speeding up of the 
whole preparedness program. 
United Nations Silent 
One thing seems strange in the 
picture. 
It is the sudden paralysis 
of the United Nations. Not a word 
has lately come out of th at institu­ 
tion concerning economic measures 
which could put the screws on the 
Communists. Not a word has come 
as to what measures are to be taken 
to outlaw the aggressors and fix 
their 
punishment 
for what 
has 
happened in Korea. The impression 
is conveyed th at the UN members 
are content to let the whole subject 
drop once there is an armistice 
agreement. 
Such a course of inaction is ra ­ 
tionalized 
as 
expedient 
on 
the 
theory th at the Allies need time to 
build up their military strength 
against Russia and that pressure 
on Moscow cannot be exerted to the 
maximum at the moment. 
W hat may develop out of the 
whole business is a sudden discovery 
th at Russian influence is by no 
means param ount with the Chinese 
and that, while they have no inten­ 
tion of breaking with Moscow and 
going over to the other side, they 
can still m aintain an attitude of 
independence in the field of inter­ 
national policy, mischievously caus­ 
ing more and more trouble for the 
Allied powers in the Far East. 
When military pressure behind 
diplomacy is relaxed, the force drops 
out of diplomacy. That’s the reason 
the Allied negotiators are being 
given the run-around in Kaesong.

Inside Balloon Story 
It is now possible to tell some of 
the inside facts as to how opera­ 
tion winds of freedom was conceiv­ 
ed and executed. Chief credit be­ 
longs to C. D. Jackson, dynamic exe­ 
cutive 
of Time, 
Life 
and For­ 
tune, now on loan to the Commit­ 
tee for Free Europe. 
The latter 
committee, headed by Gen. Lucius 
Clay, put the Freedom Bell in Ber­ 
lin last year and ha* been doing 
an im portant job of beaming broad­ 
casts into satellife countries from 
two radio stations in Southern Ger­ 
many. 
Jackson and I first conferred re­ 
garding friendship balloons on Ap­ 
ril 13. It was exactly four months 
later. Aug. 13, that the first balloon 
was launched over Czechoslovakia. 
During th at four months more 
detailed preparation went into this 
operation 
than the Czech Com­ 
munists would 
ever dream. One 
meteorologist and two balloon ex­ 
perts were 
sent to Germany 
a 
month in advance. 
They had to 
corral hydrogen tanks, trucks, train 
German launching srews. Every de­ 
tail had to be thought out before­ 
hand — from 
selecting 
different 
launching sites to take advantage of 
different wind currents, to arrang­ 
ing for fresh hydrogen to be pumped 
into the tanks every morning. 
Motive behind this operation is 
fairly simple. Communist undercov­ 
er operations in the U.S.A. have 
kept us in a recent state of jitters. 
Therefore instead of fraying our 
nerves and using up our energies 
looking under our beds, we should 
fray Soviet nerves and keep them 
in a state of jitters by carrying the 
propaganda war to the other side of 
the Iron Curtain. 
It has long been the traditional 
policy of the U.S.A. to fight our 
battles on the enemy’s soil; not on 
ours. But in the current war of 
nerves, now' one of the most import­ 
ant phases of modern warfare, we 
have permitted the offensive and 
use of our territory as the battle 
‘ ground. 
Operation winds of freedom, un­ 
dertaken by private individuals, not 
government, marks a small start in 
reversing this.

studying in Germany became the 
expert balloon-launchers; Ross G ra­ 
ham of Niles. Mich., John Hennin- 
ger of Pine Grove. Pa., and Richard

Chinese Chow 


Back in 1919, I was advisor to 
the 
Shanghai 
Students 
Union, 
which had organized a strike against 
their government to prevent them 
from agreeing to the terms of the 
Versailles 
Treaty 
w'hich 
robbed 
China of territory. 
Out of this developed the Bureau 
of Public Information, first financed 
by the Cantonese Guild and subse­ 
quently by the Chinese government. 
I headed that bureau for a time; 
then W. H. Donald managed it in 
Peking and Herbert Elliston, now 
editor of the Washington ‘ Post,’’ 
was Donald’s assistant. 


In the early days, before the 
government got into this, the 
bureau was a voluntary effort, 
run by students, full of enthus­ 
iasm to inform the world about 
Chinese habits, customs, tradi­ 
tions and ways of life. 


As I was then giving a course 
In current events at the MC Tyeire 
School, 
a 
Southern 
Methodist 
school for Chinese girls, my young 
ladies assisted in many ways, one 
of w'hich was to prepare and pub­ 
lish Chinese recipes. We all felt 
th at if we could only get all the 
world to eat Chinese food, everybody 
would love China. 
Now I see th at Doreen Yen Hung 
Feng Is the author of a book. “The 
Joy of Chinese Cooking,” And she 
starts with the philosophic state­ 
m ent: 
“Food, besides being an absolute 
necessity for existence, is one of 
the few pleasures which span the 
^ 
entirety of the hum an lifetime. For 
this reason, the joy of eating is 
given great importance in China; 
and cooking, through the decades, 
has been dreamed and fussed over, 
in times of want as well as in times 
of plenty, until It has ceased to 
be plain cooking, but has grown and 
developed into an art. . 


I once gave a little Chine** 
dinner in New York of some 
4ft dishes, 
properly 
prepared, 
with great effort, at the Ding 
Ho Restaurant. Although some 
of the ingredients I demanded 
were unavailable, we did re­ 
markably well, but it was tough 
going. We argued over menu 
and preparation for two weeks. 
I am happy to have Miss Feng’a 
book, because had I had it then 
it would have saved hours of 
trouble, as my mandarin is as 
rusty and useless aa an old 


When 
Democratic

Dick of Trial 
Magistrates Court 
here. 
Dick made the request for the 
opinion to Hammond before assess­ 
ing a fine against the Elliott Motor 
Lines of Winchester, Va., in a truck 
overloading case. The ruling means 
the trucking firm will be liable to 
a fine of $1,038. 
The bridge in question spans the 
Potomac River between Wiley Ford, 
W. Va., and Cumberland and the 
trucking concern is charged with 
having a truck load 17,300 pounds 
over the maximum weight lim it of 
20,000 pounds for the bridge. 
Prior to the introduction of the 
present law the fine for exceeding 
bridge limits in the past was $25 
to $100 but Attorney General Ham­ 
mond said the 1951 measure on 
truck weights “repealed by implica­ 
tion” the relatively small fines for 
violating bridge loads. He added the 
laws “make it a criminal offense to 
drive an overweight vehicle on any 
highway, which must of necessity 
include driving over a bridge.”
